Partly offsetting the hike in en- 
trance fees this year, will be lower 
room rent in a majority of Manhat- 
tan rooming ; houses, according to 
Dr. A. A. Holti, operator of the col- 
lege clearing house of rooms and 
renter*. Building expansion, increas- 
ed capacity of fraternity houses, and 
the presence of Van Zile hall are 
given by Doctor Holts aa reason* for 
a widespread decnaat bi soaa rant 
for students. 

"Plenty of good rooms can be itad 
for $12, suitable for two boys," Doc- 
tor Holtz decleares. His service in 
placing new students in desirable 
rooms is having a steady and grow- 
ing patronage. This year business 
has been brisk. As early as August 
1, Doctor Holtz was busy engaging 
rooms for out-of-town students. By 
his efforts, several hundred rooms 
have been reserved. 

"The best student rooms in town 
are obtainable at $14 and $16," Doc- 
tor Holti reveals. , The Y. M. C. A. 
head has little patience with proprie- 
tors who maintain rates aroi^nd the 
$20 level. 

The Y. M. C. A. public employment 
agency also has had a rushing sea- 
son. From 400 to 500 applications 
for jobs are filed in the "Y" office 
in the administration building. Al- 
though Doctor Holtz admits his in- 
ability to find work for all, he is 
optimistic. As many applicants were

Prof. W. E. Davis of the botany de- 
partment ha.^ returned to his duties, 
following a Rummer spent at the 
Boyce Thompson institute for plant 
research, Yonkers, N. Y, Two years 
'ago Professor Davis spmt the entire 
'j^r in the same' institution.

Two interesting Incidento in the 
20-year existence of the conference, 
is that both Oklahoma teams, the 
University of Oklahoma and the Ok- 
lahoma A. and M. coUeffe, won the 
conference football championship In 
the first year of their membendiip.

Who h to Blame?

The severity of the penalty and the 
method employed to oust the editor 
of the recent issue of the Brown 
Bull and the magaeine's business 
manager from this institution seem 
to constitute the major points of con- 
tention for those who object to the 
action of the Student Governing as- 
MciaUon in the matter. 

It Is generally conceded that some 
check on the material put into the ' 
colurr.iii of the Brown Bull is need- 
ed. There are few students who 
fail to agree that some punishment 
should have been imposed upon the 
man, or men, responsible for some! 
of the alleged "jokes" coflitalnad !» 
the issue in question. | 

One imjiortiint point which has 
come up since the two men: li. N, 
Gibson, editor; and Charles Dean, 
business manager of the publication, 
were suspended by the president on 
the recommendation of the student 
council, is whether Dean as business 
manager was responsible for any of 
the material upon which the accusa-. 
tions were based, Gibson maintains,! 
however, that Dean wrote some of 
the material in question and assumed 
part of the editorial responsibility 
which would make him equally to 
blame for any objseitonsble mater- 
ial. 

still another objection and one that 
seems to us most ratioral of all it 
that to the best of our knowledge 
the two men were not given a chance 
to appear before the student govern- 
ing association, or any other body in 
whose hands their ease was placed, 
and given an opportunity to defend 
themselves. However evident their 
guilt may have been, regardless of 
the seriousness of the crime, the ac- 
cused should have been given an op- 
portunity to appear in their own de- 
fense in the same way they would 
be accorded the opportunity of self 
defense in the courts of the state.

Red blood cells connta In determin- 
ing whether or not an Individual has 
anemia, according to tests made on 
eighty freshmen girls enroled in the 
course in hygiene, says Dr. Margaret 
Chaney of the food economics and 
nutrition department. 

The tests are made by taking a 
drop of blood from the finger of the 
individual and counting the number 
of red blood cells in one cubic milli- 
meter. The normal blood count is 
4,500,000 red blood cells per cubic 
millimeter; a low count shows the 
person is anemic. Many of the girls 
reduced ; have low counts according to Docter 
Chaney. A special diet will be pre- 
scribed for these girls and an attempt 
will be made to correct this illnesB,

S&OW8 Net Gain 1^105 

Lawrence, Kan., October 18, — 

George K, Foster, registrar of the 
University of Kansas, has issued the 
first official statement of the Uni- 
versity enrolment for the year up to 
the latter part of September, On tht 
dull' of the statement the enrolment 
stoiicl at 5,227, which is an increase 
(if lOf) over last year Of these 46 
Wfj-c in the increase this fall, and 60 
in the un(juphcat«g incnaaa tn laa 

Euininr-r sthool. 

i-iist year there were 1,408 new 
students and this year there are 1,- 
400, making an increase of one. This 
yoar there are 975 freshmen, which 
is a decrease of six from last year. 
The Graduate School, College of Lib- 
eral Arts and Sciences, School of 
Fine Arts and School of Pharmacy 
all showed a decrease in enrolment, 
while the Schools of Engineering, 
Law, Medicine and business each bava 
more students than last year. 



Typhoid Inocalation 
Reoommended by the 

Health department 

The pussibility of the loss of a se< 
mester's work, (.otisidcrable expense, 
and a serious illness may be avoided 
by any student who will receive the 
inoculation againat typhoid fever pro- 
vided for by the student sick bene- 
fit fee, according to members of the 
student health department. 

"The treatment consists of three 
inoculations, a week between them, 
and usually causes little or no dis- 
comfort to the patient The vaccine 
used is the best obtainable and is 
administered by a graduate doctor 
of medicine. No disfiguring scar re- 
sults from the treatment. 

"Water and milk, often sources 
on typhoid infection, are adequately 
guarded here and they are not a 
source of danger. However, carriers 
who have the germs of typhoid but 
not suffering from the disease are a 
menace and are a means of spreading 
infection. Because students come 
here from all parts of this and many 
other states when they may have 
gotten tbe germ, tbe carrier danger is 
great to tboaa vbo an not ttoealat- 
•d. 

"A typhoid fever infection means 
at least five weeks of Illness and a 
much longer period of convalescence 
aad fba watto of a aemetter of study. 
The inocnlatimu, paid for by the 
student dck banaflt fee, an a safe

Another semester's reign of school 
politics has ended. For the third 
time in school history, the Theodoric 
and Union parties have presented 
tickets, and for the first time the 
Wildcat party baa taken the field. 
An analysis of the results of last 
week's election ditclosea several im- 
portant things in relrtion to party 
politics and clsss eleetiona. 

In the first place it fs probable the 
entrance of a third party at the last 
moMttt (Hd not have any great in- 
fluence OB the final outcome of the 
election. Tlie Wildcat party waa able 
to poll about one-fifth the total num- 
ber of votes east, while the Theodor- 
ies maintained a fair margin of votes 
over the Union par^. 

In view of ihme facts it b more 
than probable that the Theodoric 
party would have won just as many 
otHces aa it did, if no third party 
had been injected into the campaign- 
ing. 

It is true the Wildcat party did 
succeed In electing three officers in 
the upper two classes, but two of 
ttose elected have made the state- 
nent that they did not know until 
too late to withdraw their names, 
that they were on the Wildcat ticket. 
This fact makes na believe that the 
Theodorks under normal circum- 
stances wNtU Iwift talpw Oiow of fi- 
ees* 

The most party observation of fha 
entire election, however, is the fact 
that for the first time in college his- 
tory has any political party lasted 
for more than two semesters. The 
Theodorics and Unionists in placing 
tickets in the fteld for the third 
tiae have assured ua that politics at 
Kaaaaa ^te can be made a perman- 
ent Institution. It is more than like- 
ly these two organizations will again 
take the field in the elections next 
spring, and that the following fall 
iriten elections are called, the pres- 
ent leaders of Theodoric and Union 
will enter competition against each 
other. 

The fact remains that politics at 
Kansas State are still in embryo, that 
the future will see a healthy and 
profitable growth of political parties 
hare. In time, the condition will be 
similar to that in other schools where 
each year the greatest interest in 
politics is shown. This also means 
that more and more will non-frater- 
nity people receive their rightful 
place as far as school politics are con- 
cerned and this will result in a more 
wholesome influence in every way.

"Prelude and Choral" and the Liszt 
"Tarantella" are far from the stereo- 
type, inieresting. exacting, and she 
played them with finess and assur- 
ance.

Rev. L. M. Birkhefd, pastor of the 
All Spnls Unitarian church of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., has been scheduled to 
epeak before the Journalism seminar 
on Thursday, December 15, Rever- 
end Birkhead who has come into the 
limelight l>ecanse he performed the 
Hal(!eman-JuUus-Roselle companion^ 
ate marriage recently; also because 
of the fact that he was technical ad- 
visor to Sinclair Lewis' "Elmer Gant- 
ry' will apeak on the subject "How 
Lewis Makes Use of a Technical Ad- 
visor." 

Reverend Birkhead has been the 
pastor (tf the All-.Souls Unitarian 
church for the past ten years, this 
church being one of the largest 
churches in Kansas City. He was ori- 
ginally connected with the Methodist 
chtxrch going to Kansas City from 
Wichita. 

Recognized an a leader of liberal 
thought in America especially along 
theological lines, he comes to Manhat- 
tan reco(;iii:',ed as one of the promi- 
nent ministers in the country, 

Rmcntlr into Pttblle View 
Reverend Birkbead's recent advent 
into the light of publicity was ttirough 
his performance of the marriage of 
Misr- Josephine Haldeman-Julius, a 
high school student at Girard, to Au- 
brey Clay Roaelle, a former Univer- 
sity of Kansas student. The marri- 
age attracted great newspaper pub- 
licity and editorial comment because 
of it.s eompaniimiite feature, so

At the time of the marriage, Mr. 
Birkhead said that he had been re- 
quested to read the ceremony, as he 
had known the Haldeman-Julius fam- 
ily a long time and W'as in sympathy 
with their ideas and the ideas of the 
yonng couple.

Requires Practical 
Experience at 0. U. 

Norman, Jan. 18 — (Special) — 
Being unable to answer the pronpec- 
tive employer in the affirmative to 
a question regarding practical expert 
ence in the joumaliiatic profession is 
not one of the worries of the stu- 
dent at the school of journalism in 
the University of Oklahoma who re- 
ceives a certificate from the school. 

Before earning a jomalism certi- 
ficate at the university, the student 
must have completed ttiree months 
or more in the actual employ of some 
periodical in a podtion involving the 
field of work which the student is 
studying, according to Prof. H. H. 
Herbert, director of tho aehooL 

Reporting, editing, wiilinf, pub- 
licity work and many other aditortsl 
tinea are iaehidod In the eUfibfa Ust 
for editMifa] stndwBtit wUU tbt ata- 
dent studying Am advdtiifait and 
huelnewead of the coarse, annt eom- 
pleto the required tine in soma po- 
sition on tho bualneas stotf 9t » perl- 
odleal, ProfMaor Roriifit aaU. 
' The school maintalna • voeatlonml 
bureau which aids stndento wherever 
possible in obtaining temporary and 
permanent positions in newspaper 
and other periodical work. More 
Uian 26 students last summer worked 
for state publications to meet the 
school reqnirementa and many of 
these wtM mm»r ifimiA Igr llw 
school. 

The object of the reqoifMMnt is to 
make sure that the student who meets 
the classroom requirements in the 
school can actually hold down a job 
in this field when he leaves school, 
Professor Herbert explained. In ad- 
dition to the practical experience re- 
quirements, each student receiving « 
certificate must pass a ^rpewriter 
speed requirement at Si wnds per 
minute.
